While the president 
expressed 


confidence that the Red Cross to- 
gether with local aid could take care 
of both the drought and unemploy- 
ment situations, he said he was will- 
ing to -pledge himself to ask the aid 
of every resource of the federal gov- 
ernment in the event other means 
should fail. 


The president expressed his views 


personally at the regular semi-week- 
ly press conference. 


President Hoover said the pres- 


ent problem lid not present a ques- 
tion so much as to whether people 
would go hungry or cold but rather 
a question of the 
best method of 


preventing hunger and cold. 


The friendliness and the charity 


of the American people, he said, can 
be relied up->n to take care of fel- 
low citizens in distress. 


He emphasized there is a practical 


problem involved, 
namely that the 


help now being extended by agen- 
cies and neighbors of those in need 
throughout the country 
is many 


times larger than that of any fund 
yet proposed.

Commending- al) the efforts that 


have been and are being made to 
promote the cause of world peace 
by treaties, leagues and courts, Col. 
Roy F. Farrand, commander of the 
Wisconsin department of the Ameri- 
can legion and president of St. John 
Military academy at Delafield, yes- 
terday challenged any one to show 
him "where in the history of the 
world, peace has ever been the re- 
ward of unpreparedness." Col. Far- 
rand spoke at the weekly meeting of 
the Lions club at Conway hotel. 


"History is full of instances where 


in a state of weakness and unpre- 
paredness has led to war and where- 
in a nation that was unprepared has 
either met defeat or has purchased 
an ultimate victory at such terrible 
cost in lives and treasure as to be 
staggering to contemplate," he said. 


Col.' Farrand scathingly condemn- 


ed the efforts that are being made 
by pacifists to prohibit 
military 


training in schools and colleges and 
cited the experience of history to 
prove his assertion that a nation 
prepared for war has been able to 
maintain peace because of its pre- 
paredness. 


"Switzerland, with every male cit- 


izen a trained soldier, has had peace 
for 150 years, while in that same 
period the United States, the most 
unprepared nation upon the face of 
the earth, excepting only China, has 
had six major conflicts." 


Cites World War 


Col. Farrand denies the 
charge 


that Germany's preparedness 
was 


responsible for the "World war by 
declaring that that country's pre- 
paredness was the effect, not the 
cause, of a mistaken philosophy that 
had prevaded that country for two 
generations. 


But if England had been as well 


prepared for war as Germany was 
there never would have 
been a 


world war, the colonel stated. 


While Col- Farrand commended 


the efforts that are being made to 
prevent wars fay treaties he said 
be cold place little reliance upon 
international agreements in the fu- 
ture baceuse they have failed to 
accomplish their purposes in the 
past, and he cited the invasion of 
Belgium as an example of the fu- 
tility of a treaty when a nation is 
determined to act with hostile in- 
tent. 
. 


"War still has, -unfortunately, & 


tremendous romantic appeal for-.the 
untrained youth, but if the romance 
is taken out of it and the appeal 
has-gone, it will not be so alluring. 
Col. Farrand stated in continuing his 
discussion of military training- in 
schools. 


"If the people who endeavor to 


bring about permanent peace by 
the prohibition of military training 
were 
better 
psychologists, 
they 


would realize that their very stric- 
tures upon military training add to 
its attractions for the vigorous, vir- 
ile youth to whom it is denied. Make 
it commonplace and you destroy its 
power to attract," he declared. 


Unrest In Europe 


CoL Farrand denied the statements 


of pacifists that the entire world is 
at last at rest by declaring- that al- 
ready there is unrest in Europe. 


"Old hatreds are 
continuously 


flaming up, old jealousies are stirred 
and out of Kussia come prophets 
and propaganda preaching pacifism 
on the one hand and preparedness 
for their world revolutions on the 
other," he said. "In the Orient the 
Chinese dragon is stirring- from its 
thousand years of sleep. India is 
being roused by its waking strug- 
gles, and Japan, silent and watch- 
ful, 
Is still smarting' under what 


she considers our affront to her na- 
tional pride in our tactless handling 
of the exclusion law. 


"In the face of such a situation, 


with all Europe an. armed camp and 
with our organized forces ranking 
with those of Germany and Turkey, 
with potential enemies brought so to 
speak, thousands of miles 
nearer 


our shores by the increase in. trans- 
portation facilities, and lastly with 
the United States in such a position 
among- the nations of the world as 
to make it peculiarly the object of

Madison —(XP)— Alfred T. Rogers, 


law partner of Gov. Philip LaFollet- 
te and also a partner of the late 
Senator Robert M. LaFollette for 
many years, today released a letter 
he has sent to the Madison Associa- 
tion of Commerce submitting his re- 
signation because of the 
organiza- 


tion's fight on the utility program in 
the legislature. 


He objected to the appearance of 


Paul E. Stark, Madison real estate 
man and director of the association 
of commerce, before a committee 
last week and opposed the utility 
program in the name of the or- 
organizatior.. 


The letter, addressed' to Alvin B. 


Gillett, secretary, said: 


"Will you please present to your 


board of directors my withdrawal 
from the Madison Association of 
Commerce? 


"On the issues fought out in the 


last state campaign, the voters of 
Madison, by a majority of 3,000 in 
the primary and 6,000 in the elec- 
tion, expressed themselves as favor- 
ing a program which, must, ultimate- 
ly, mean a reduction of light, power 
and gas costs to the homes and 
industries of this city. The respon- 
sible officers of our association of 


commerce are now publicly opposing 
such a program before the commit- 
tees of the legislature. Only the uti- 
lity companies directly affected can 
profit by defeat of the proposed leg- 
islation. All other Madison indus- 
tries, and the owners of every home 
in the city will profit by a reduction 
cost of light, power and gas. 


"I am not willing to contribute to 


the support of a community organiz- 
ation which is so obviously guided 
by the wishes of the utility com- 
panies, and seems to so diregard the 
best interest of the community as a 
whole."

provide for national defense?" 


Doesn't Want Wai- 


Col. Farrand said he held no brief 


for war and that no one who had 
Experienced it does. He further de- 
clared that the most ardent pacifist 
is on a par with him in the end for 
which he seeks, and that it is the 
real soldier who is the real paci- 
fist. A soldier desires peace as much 
as a religious devotee desires his 
soul's salvation, he said- 


""Wars are made by the ineptness 


of diplomats and statesmen, and the 
jealous and unholy passions that 
have not yet been purged from the 
hearts of men," he said. "The sol- 
dier has no part to play in war Tin- 
til he is called on at the risk of his 
own life to restore peace. 


"You can no more end war by 


disarmament than you can bring the 
Chicago gangs into harmony by de- 
priving them of their machine guns, 
or put an end to fires by getting rid 
of fire departments " 


The speaker said he is in sympa- 


thy with every reasonable device 
suggested to promote peaceful ad- 
justment of disputes between na- 
tions, and he sees no reason why, 
with satisfactory reservations, the 
.United States should not have en- 
tered the League of Nations. 


He said he believed in the prin- 


ciple of ±rial and error in search, lor 
truth, and while both, the league and 
the court might prove to be errors, 
there was no reason why it could 
not be given a fair trial. 


War Comes Suddenly 


"When war comes, it comes sud- 


denly and it is as logical to prepare 
for it after war has come, as it is 
to organize a fire department after 
a city is in the clutches of the fire," 
Col. Farrand said. 


"America's showing in the "World 


"War would never have been possible 
had not fortuitous 
circumstances 


given us strong allies to hold at a 
distance the trained armies of our 
enemies for more than 12 long 
months after our entrance into the 
conflict, before we were ready to 
place troops in the battle lines. It 
was 18 months before we had a com- 
plete army in the field. 


"Such a situation never happened 


before m. the history of the world, 
and we nave no right to believe it 
will ever happen again- At the close 
of that great conflict we had a total 
of only 74 pieces of artillery at the 
front, made by American industry 
for American use, •while thousands 
of pieces -were furnished to us by 
our allies of France and England. 


"That the thousands of airplanes 


used by American forces in France 
were also furnished by allies also 
cannot be denied. Only 250 Amer- 
ican planes were manufactured in 
America."

" VIEWS ON SCIENCE, 


WAR AMD RELIGION 


New Haven, Conn.—(/P)— In a 


series of questions and answers pub- 
ished in the Yale Daily News, Prof. 
Albert Einstein today set forth his 
views on a variety of subjects, in- 
cluding science, war and religion. He 
phrased his answers in the third per- 
son. 


Q—Is civilization as we knew it he- 


ore the World war in danger of 
areaking up? And can scientific re- 
search do anything about -it? 


A—Professor Einstein thinks in- 


deed that the lack of international 
understanding and organization may 
be a serious danger in this connec- 
tion, but thinks scientific Investiga- 
lon could not have'any direct influ- 
ence on the solution of this problem; 
only man's own determination can. 
solve the problem. 


Q—Is there any basic conflict be- 


tween scientific research and a re- 
ligion that pre-supposes an all-intelli- 
gent, omnipotent God? 


A—This question is not clear to be 


answered, because -under 
religion 


you may understand so many differ- 
ent things. It would take a whole 
volume to answer it-

Einstein believes it is possible that 
the person of average intelligence 
will sometimes understand the theo- 
ry of relativity as well as he -under- 
stands gravitation. 


The main problem of the relativity 


theory at present is extension, of the. 
theory to include gravitation and 
electro-magnetic phenomena- 


The professor is working on a uni 


fied mathematical theory to 
show 


gravitation, light, electricity and 
eiectro-ma=metism as different forms 
of the same thinjr.

physical well-being. This ailment is the 
commonest cause of physical disability. 
It leads to an annual loss in wages in 
this country running into big,figures. 


A great deal of experimental work 


has been and is, being done to throw 
light on the exact origin of colds. At 
both John Hopkins University, where 
a two hundred thousand dollar gift 
was made for the purpose, and at Co- 
lumbia University, is the 
research 


making progress, so that it is not un- 
reasonable to expect that eventually a 
vaccine will be discovered which may 
give immunity to the disease. Experi- 
ments at John Hopkins have shown 
that a cold is due to an organism so 
small that it has eluded the most pow- 
erful 
microscopes in use up to the 


present time. If this germ could be 
seen and isolated, it would then be 
possible to develop a -vaccine. 


So it will be of great interest to 


learn that the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany has recently developed in its lab- 
oratories the most powerful micro- 
scope in the Avorld. It Avas intended 
for examining metal, but may be ot 
extreme importance to medical science.

POLAND "ACCEPTS CRITICISM 
An unusual event has taken place in 


Europe in, connection Avith the ' dis- 
turbing situation' between Germany 
jand-Eoland-due to the terrorism and 
_bru_tality .practiced by certain Polish 
factions against German minorities in 
Upper Silesia. 


The Council of the League of Na- 


tions, sitting in its sixty-second ses- 
sion at Geneva, has severely rebuked 
Poland, and demands that she take im- 
mediate steps to stop these activities 
and see that the persons responsible 
are punished. 


The unusual about this is that Po- 


land accepted the rebuke, acknowl- 
edged her guilt, and agreed to remove 
the provisional governor of Upper Si- 
lesia, even though he happens to be a 
particular friend, of President Pilsud- 
ski. 
Furthermore Poland has agreed 


to report at the next session giving a 
complete report of her investigations 
of the trouble, the penalties imposed 
and compensation granted. 


The trouble between Germany and 


Poland has been cited recently as one 
of the ticklish situations which might 
well lead to serious trouble. Appar- 
ently the council of the League is 
making progress towards its solution. 
If this is indicative of the future suc- 
cess of the League in settling disputes, 
what a satisfying outlook it would be. 
But it is to be wondered IIOAV Italy, 
France or England might react to a 
rebuke against any of their internal 
policies. 
Would England, for in- 


stance, gracefully accept a criticism of 
her governmental activities in India, 
or France in Indo-China? There prob- 
ably would be a great many secret ses- 
sions and the establishment of triple 
or quadruple ententes before the sub- 
ject AA-as even opened for discussion.

RADIO POLICE 


Radio is to have police supervision. 


An interesting item in the news of the 
day is one describing the new one mil- 
lion dollar receiving station about to 
take the air at Grand Island, Nebraska. 
The purpose of this station is to check 
radio reception twenty-four hours a 


day, 
to see that all broadcasting sta- 


tions keep to the correct wave-length 
assigned to them. And this supervision 
applies .also to foreign stations where 
wave-lengths have been assigned by 
international agreement, a plan be- 
coming more and more a necessity as 
stations increase their broadcasting 
power. 


Presided over by thirty-five engin- 


eers, this station at Grand Island, se- 
lected because of freedom from man- 
made interference, is equipped with 
receiving instruments which will pick 
up messages from all parts of the 
world. Australian, South American 
and European stations are tuned in 
with clarity. Music from Russia, ship 
to shore communication, messages 
from airplane to ground stations, in 
fact all the ether transactions in every 
knoivn tongue come into this station 
every hour and minute of the day. The 
whisperings and talk of the world are 
at one's elbow. As television pro- 
gresses and becomes an assured fact, 
all the panorama of world events in 
pictures \v-ill parade before the won- 
dering gaze of these radio police. In 
truth it will be the very hub oi" our 
universe.

I am experiencing—one can scarce- 


ly say suffering—a touch of brachial 
neurities at present. Do not be dis- 
turbed by the adjective I apply to 
my neuritis. That merely indicates 
where the trouble is or what ne^ve 
is involved. It is only polite to give 
an inkling like that if you're going 
to mention your trouble at alL 
If 


you were to tell some one you were" 
nursing a broken bone you'd indicate 
approximately the name or at least 
the situation of the lesion, even in 
everjday gossip. Otherwise it would 
be needless to mention the matter at 
all. ^So when jou seriously mean 
you have neuritis you should say so. 
as I do. You must apply the appro- 
priate adjective, such as sciatic, op- 
tic, facial, intercostal or brachial If 
you expect Intelligent people to take 
your diagnosis seriously. If you go 
about prating o* your "neuritis" the 
only logical conclusion we can draw 
Is that you have too much imagina- 
tion or. If there is anything actually 
the matter, then you roust be rather 
dumb to guess about it—you ought 
to consult a physician.

ache, pain or vague depression than 
'take a dose of aspirin or any smiliar 
flope_ If it came to a question of a 
downright disabling headache or pain 
in the-neck or something, I'd rather 
take_ a-.chance with a few aspirin 
tablets' than with, any of the popu- 
lar headache, neuralgia, grippe or 
cold curses, so-called.

victed of leading an abortive revo- 
lutionary movement here 
Dec. 23, 


•were led at dawn from their cells to 
the gallows, where gipsy hangmen, 
western caps oddly topping baggy 
Turkish trour.ers and scarlet sashes, 
swung them aloft. 


Because of the martial law which 


has been in effect since tlie revolt, 
citizens were kept in their homes 
until 8 o'clock a. rn. and there were 
almost no witnesses 
to the execu- 


tions beyond a few officials. An oc- 
casional scream could he heard from 
women peeping from behind shut- 
tered windows, however, and with 
the advance of day, 
ihuddering 


crowds passed the grewso'ie scene. 


Perhaps the only cheerful place in 


Menemen today 
was 
the prison 


where seven persons rejoiced be- 
cause their sentences were 
com- 


muted <tt the lost moment 
from 


death to 24 years 
imprisonment. 


These were all over 65 or T_iider 20 
years of age. One of these was an 
18-year-old shepherd boy, who when 
asked why he prayed continually re- 
plied that he wa~ thanking the soul 
of his dead mother for not having 
brought him into the 
world two 


years earlier. 


Too Many Gibbets 


- Thirty-two gibbets were 
erected 


yesterday for the condemned, tut at 
the last moment the Turhisli parlia- 
ment at Angora commuted the sen- 
tence of two, and two others, terri- 
fied at the approach of their hour of 
doom, died of heart disease- 
The 


four unneeded gallows fere 
torn 


down during the night. 


In cases where it was possiole the 


gibbets were 'erected on the spots 
•where the condemned 
men har- 


angued the Menemen populace two 
days before the Christian Christmas 
and pleaded with them to arise in 
behalf of Islam, destroy the western 
innovations of 
Mustapha Kemal 


Pasha, the Gazi, replace-the derby 
with a fez, and restore the caliphate 
of Allah's golden age. 


A young Turkish army officer, 


seeing- what was happening rushed 
to give the alarm. He was caught 
by the reactionaries, wlo included 
dervishes and fanatical Moslems of 
the wild mountain coimtry, and was 
beheaded. Troops and police 
put 


down the movement and hundreds 
of arrests followed. 
^Besides those condemned to die in 
the ensuing trials 
41 
dervishes, 


priests and their acolytes, 
must 


serve sentences of three to 24 years 
hard labor for cla -Jestine religious 
practices and failure to notify the 
government of the machinations of 
Sheik' Essad, the leader of the mov'e- 


~ ment. 


The Menemen prisons are cram- 


med, now with three hundred sus- 
pects awaiting trial by 
military 


courts on the same charges. Among 
these are dervishes suspectc 1 of de- 
moralizing Turkish girls, many 'f 
whom have been found throughout 
Smyrna province tattooed with mys- 
tic Cerbish emblems and 
mottoes 


such as "Thou Art My Goddess." 


Sheik's Son Hanged 


Sheik Essad, aged 96 and known 


as the Rasputin of Turkey because 
of his unusual power with women, 
was one of those condemned to be 
hanged but he cheated the gallows 
with a natural death in his cell last 
week. His son, the old ' Priest Ali, 
aged 64, was one of those hanged to- 
day, however—the oldest 
of 
the 


group "of doomed men and ' their 
leader after the death of his father. 


On the breast of each 
of the 


hanged men after 
execution of the 


court's sentence there was placed a 
placard, on which were the words in 
Latin characters: "Thus end traitors 
to Turkey."'

IARONESS DIES 


Heart Attack Fatal to For- 


mer Helen Vivien Gould. 
American Heiress 


London —C43)— The former Helen 


Vivien 
Gould, 
American 
heir- 


ess who as the youthful bride of 
the fifth Baron Decies dazzled Eng- 
lish society, died here at dawn to- 
day of a heart attack which devel- 
,oped from jaundice. She was 39 
years old and had been ill three 
weeks. 


Death came in a London nursing 


home. Besides her husband, who has 
had a famous career in the- army, 
she left three children, a son and 
two daughters. 


The grand-daughter of Jay Gould, 


whose railroad manipulations made 
him. a .money king of the post-Civil 
war period, Lady- Decies came to be 
known in England for the spectacles 
she sometimes presented society, her 
penchant for the unexpected, and as 
a lavish but charming" hostess. 


She was niarried in 1911 when she 


was 19 years old. The ceremony was 
performed in Xew York, its splend- 
our and the prominence of the prin- 
cipals giving it wide publicity. 


Her name was frequently in the 


headlines, particularly when on her 


eight bearded long-haired holy men, 
bereft of their white turbans and 
clad only in long white 
shirts— 


black shirts are reserved in Turkey 
for parricides—were led to gallows 
erected separately at each point in 
town where the dervishes had pa- 
•raded. 


Next to the old Priest Ali, the old- 


est hanged, were two army chap- 
lains considered as Sheik Essad's 
chief aides in his preparation for a 
holy war. The chaplain's influence 
in the Turkish army 
is negligible 


since military services are taboo, his 
only duty being to bury 
soldiers. 


Other "men of Allah" hanged in- 
cluded two priests, two sheiks and 
one hafiz, as a man who knows the 
entire Koran by heart is called. 


Twenty villagers, also convicted 


of the attempt to change by 
vio- 


lence the constitution of the Kemal- 
ist republic, then were taken from 
their cells and hanged. One of these 
was a Je"w named 
Haim Joseph, 


convicted of ..pplauding the Dervish 
Mehmej's decapitation of the young- 
army officer. 


'Another was a small tradesman 


who offered the derbish his> belt to 
tie the'decapitated head atop a pole 
bearing the sacred green flag. Oth- 
ers included a tailor, a junkman, a 
butcher, candy-maker and a vaga- 
bond named "Ali, son of r. Gipsy." 


Orders were given that the bodies 


hang before the frightened eyes of 
Menemen all today and be cut down 
at sunset tonight for burial.

Promotion timo always brings a 


crop of complaints about teachers. 
Most of the children who blame the 
teachers for their failures 
are 


wrong. The teachers 
are always 


glad to have children do well, 
if 


:hey err one side or the other It is 
usually on the 
side of generosity. 


More "unfit children are likely to be 
promoted than to be left back'. 


"Tes, but how can you expsct a 


boy to get promoted if his teacher 
lates him?

Detroit —(XP)— Detroit — where 


automobile is king of a host of in- 
dustries making anything from a 
headache pill to a skyscraper heat- 
ing system- -added nearly 600,000 to 
its population during the last decade. 
It thereby stood off all contenders 
for the position of America's fourth 
city and at the same time, it shed 
the last vestige of Boom town ap- 
pearance. 
Today, as the result of a "catch 


up" 
building program, 
Detroit 


stands fully equipped to provide its 
present population •— and an even 
larger one— with ample housing, ed- 
ucation, recreational and 
cultural 


facilities. 


The decade preceding 1920 saw a 


jump from the 400,000 class to 993,- 
739. But the city had been so busy 
trying to stiaate a seemingly unim- 
ited demand for automobiles that lit 
tie had been done to place physical 
growth on a par with the upswing 
of population. 


The period between 1920 and 1930, 


on the other hand, is recorded in 
Detroit's history as "the building de- 
cade." During five years of that per- 
iod—from 1923 to 1928—one 
new 


building of ten stories or more was 
started on an average of every six- 
ty days. In one year, 1927, two 40- 
story, one 35-story and one 28-story 
building replaced smaller downtown 
structures.

Detroit pushed its city limits in al

nicipality which, refused to surren 
der its identity. Two of these sub 
urbs, Highland Park and Hamt 
ramck, continue to exist surroundec 
on all sides by the city. 


This expanion in area was made 


easier by the ea^ensive use of the 
automobile for daily transportation 
more,extensive here perhaps than 
anywhere in 'the- world. But at the 
same time, the city considered pub 
lie transportation and, in 1923, took 
over the street car system as a mu 
nicipal project, added 70 miles of rail 
and 47S miles of coach. Jines.

Occur in Canadian 


Issues

average American who has heard a 
great deal about the curtailment o£ 
American credits to foreign coun- 
tries during the past year and also 
of the need of reviving1 these credits 
in order to 
stimulate

from figures presented Monday by 
the department of commerce that in 
1930 $1,085,000,000, or more than the 
pre-war debt of the United States, 
•was invested outside of this coun- 
try. 


While this compared 
with only 


$671,000,000 in 1929, 
it measures 


fairly well with^ the 
record from 


1924 to 1928, inclusive, during which 
five-year period the average annu- 
al export of capital was 
approxi- 


mately 51,100,000,000, or about the 
same as last year.

An analysis of the 1930 foreign 


investments indicates that a high 
ratio occurred in Canadian issues. 
For "instance, nearly $300,000,000 is 
to be found in long term bonds and 
notes as well as in common 
and 


preferred stocks of Canadian corpo- 
rations. r 


Heavy Canadian Financing 


The largest borrowers in the do- 


minion were the Canadian railroads, 
those owned "by "the government and 
those privately owned. In addition, 
Canadian municipalities 
-borrowed 


about 5138,000,000. Altogether Can- 
adian financing amounted to1 near- 
ly 40 per cent of the total capital 
supplied by American investors for 
foreign development in 1930. 


Another unexpected feature of the 


report was the expansion last year 
in the capital supplied 
to Latin 


American countries. This was near- 
ly ,3S times greater than in 1929, 
amounting to $237,000,000 compared 
with §67,000,000 
in 1929. 
It in- 


cluded the big coffee loan to Brazil 
and also sizeable loans to 'Argen- 
tine. Most of it occurred in the first 
half of last year, or before 'the revo-

Vanish As Rocks 


Scientists Point Out 


AT GRAND ISLAND 
4-Tos MILES UP 
RIVER,PAULS WILL. 
TURN! INTO RAPIDS 


Scientists say Niagara Falls is'doomed, by the downhill contour of its cap-rock bed, eventually to be- 


come rapids.

N..'Y. — (£>)— The self -re- 


struction of Niagara Falls already is 
written ;in its rocks. . 


They slope the wrong- way, be- 


tween the Falls and Buffalo, dip- 
ping back from the brink downward 
instead of upward. 


So, when a section of the cap 


rock breaks off, as did the .big V 
on the 
American falls, the new 


brink, formed a, step behind, is also 
a fraction of a step •' lower. 
This, 


geologists say, means finally turn- 
ing the falls into rapids. 
' 
: 


'.Part of the proof 'of this predic- 
tion goes back 25,000 years in evi- 
dence that the' Falls at that time 
stood at Lewiston, seven miles be- 
low their present position. . •' They 
have cut their way up-river' since, 
but 2o,000 years is too. long a pe- 
riod to cause much concern. 


However, proof of a more imme- 


diate nature, •promising disturbing- 
ly rapid changes in the present, is 
on file in 'the records of Dr. H. Ries, 
head of the department of geology 
at Cornell university. 


These records cover the 161 years 


ending in 1925- 
-They show that 


the falls. In that time receded 820 
.feet, nearly 
one-sixth of a. mile. 


They show also that the average 
annual rate .of cutting back, has been 
more '.than fiye.'feet. ..Frpm.,19.0.5 to 
.1925 .the recesssion was 110 feet, 
just .under six t eet a year. . 


This rapid retreat is .on the Can- 


adian side, in the Horseshoe, where 
the bulk of Niagara runs. 


Why continuation of the cutting 


means a future, rapids instead of a 
mere moving backward of the .Falls 
as in the past, is explained hy an- 
other geologist, Dr. Chester A. Eeeds 
of the American Museaum of ^STatur- 
al History. - ' • 


The cap rock is at fault. This is 


the hard stuff that forms the brink. 
It is fairly thin compared with, .the 
great height of the Falls, and _ it 
slopes slightly downhill backward 
from the present brink- ' 


On top of this, cap -rock, up- 


stream, the river bed is -upon softer 
rock, -which is expected to wear 
down into rapids as the cap rock 
retreats deeper and deeper with the 
recession. It is estimated that four 
of ' five miles of further recession 
will bring the rapids into existence. 
Can man-made efforts prevent the 
erosion? Ries and Reeds made no 
answer to this question. The mans 
are not now in 'sight.

FOLLY OF CHANGING 
FAH_GASH CROPS 


Practice Last Year Resulted 


in Surplus of Cabbage, 
Farmers Reminded 


BY W. F. WINSEY 


Last spring and two years ago 


when farmers began shifting from 
raising potatoes as a cash crop to 
raising cabbage, the writer protest- 
ed, advising the potato growers to 
continue their old practice for the 
reason that one cash crop pays as 
well as another In the long run. 
A 


general shifting overstocks the mar- 
kets and reduces the prices of one 
commodity or creates a shortage and 
increases prices of the other. 


Disregarding the advice, the pota- 


to growers in this section of t:.e 
state shifted almost in a body to cab- 
bage, and the experienced cabbage 
growers, seeing the army of recruits 
invading their preserves, 
doubled 


their acreage of cabbage to head off 
the potato growers. 


The result of this shifting and 


doubling the acreage of cabbage was 
that only 50 per cent of the cabbage 
planted was harvested and 75 per 
cent of that harvested brought the 
grower not more than $4 per ton. 
The price of potatoes has been rang- 
ing since the harvest up to the pres- 
ent time from 90 cents per hundred 
pounds to 51.50. Many of the grow- 
ers who have stored cabbage wish 
now that they could- convert their 
cabbage into potatoes. 


Instead of plunging into raising a 


large acreage of potatoes or cabbage 
the circumspect beginner raises some 
cabbage, some potatoes, some can- 
ning peas, some canning beans, some 
table beets, some cucumbers and 
some carrots, as cash crops. If this 
plan is adopted the failure of one of 
those cash crops does not spell dis- 
aster but it is balanced by the prof- 
its of the other crops. 


As a general rule the shifting from 


one cash that we have learned how 
to grow to another that we know 
nothing about is a reckless and of- 
ten an expensive practice. 


The above suggestion apply direct- 


ly to the raising of chickens and 
producing eggs for the market. If a 
farm woman or a farmer is 
ped and has made a farm flock pay 
in the past, they Trill probably make 
a mistake if they change from eggs 
aria chickens this spring- to some 
other cash crop on account of the 
low prices of poultry and eggs. Ths 
poultry industry is as reliable as any 
other farm activity and often p?ys 
better in winter than dairying under 
good management.

STATE'S OLD TREES 


CHIEFLY HEMLOCKS 


Discovery Is Made Through 


Land Economic Inventory 
in Wisconsin 


Madison — Nearly all "Wisconsin's 


oldest trees are hemlock and rate as 
among tho slowest growing trees in 
the forest, according to William 
Morris, assistant in the land econ- 
omic inventory of the division of 
fairs and state development of the 
department of agriculture and mar- 
kets. One hemlock known thus far 
as the oldest tree in the inventory 
which has covered 2,300,000, acres, 
sprouted from a seed nearly four 
centuries ago. 


Although Mr. Morris states the 


oldest hemlock was- 64 years old and 
19 feet high at the time the Pil- 
grims reached America, when cut 
last summer, it was only 79 feet tall 
and >22 inches in diameter. A con- 
siderable number of hemlocks in 
the state are more than three cen- 
turies old, but their rate of growth 
is comparatively slow compared to 
that of white spruce or white pine 
which -will produce their first mer- 
chantable crop in. 25 to 30 years un- 
der favorable conditions. 


While Norway pine reaches its 


peak growth at 75 years, nearly all 
of Wisconsin's trees die and are re- 
placed by other trees when they pass 
the century and a quarter 
mark. 


White pine thrives on beyond the 
century and even the two century 
mark, according to Mr. Morris, the 
largest specimen of white pine found 
by the inventory being 48 inches in 
diameter.
